“TEL AVIV (NJP)—American 
youngsters on their way to 
spend the summer in. Israel 
played the “hero’s” role in en- 
abling a 15-year-old stowaway 
sabra to get back to Israel. 

The lad, Izhak Eisenstadt, had 
made almost 20 attempts to 
stowaway aboard vessels headed 
for Israel. Each time he was 
apprehended before sailing time 
and put ashore, 

This time, he paid 50 cents 
for a visitor’s pass aboard the 
SS. Zion just before she sailed 
from New York with over 1,100 
youngsters headed for Israel. 

The Americans supplied him 
with food and saw that ‘he was 
hid securely. It was not until 
the Israeli. ship was a week out 
of port, that Izhak was discov- 
ered. It was too late to do any- 
thing about it. 

But even the sailors were sym- 
pathetic. Izhak, who was born 
in Israel, was a victim of his 
parents’ decision to leave Israel 
two years ago. Even though he 
rebelled he had to go along. 

But no sooner was he in the 
United States than he knew he 
had to return to the Holy Land. 

He is now with an uncle here, 
to whom he was turned over by 
the authorities when the ship 
reached port at Haifa. He will

“At a meeting this week,” he 
Said, “the Food Fair and other 
establishments under my super- 
vision agreed not to join the 
United Vaad, under supervision 
of the RCA.”

YEAR’S DELAY 
PROPOSED ON

JERUSALEM (NJP)—A de- 
cision by the Israel cabinet to 
postpone for a year action on 
the controversial decision desig- 
nating as a Jew anyone who 
said he was Jewish may have 
averted the bitterest struggle 
between Orthodox and _ non- 
religious groups in Israel’s short 
history.

World Watches As Marines 
Bring Quiet To Lebanon 


JERUSALEM (NJP) — With 
the fears of the world centered 
on the strife-torn Middle East, 
there was no disposition in gov- 
ernment circles here to take the 
events lightly. Israel has been 
almost as quiet as a synagogue 
mouse these past days, but that 
does not mean she is not con- 
cerned. 


SINCE NO ONE knows what 
the next events will be, the Is- 
raelis seem to be taking this 
crisis as they have taken the 
many crises in the past few 
years — with a’stiff upper lip 
and a determination to meet 
whatever comes. 

Every Israeli knows that if a 
pro- Nasser government. takes 
over in Jordan, Israel’s position 
will become well-nigh untenab’e. 
Therefore, the preventibn of 
such an eventuality in neighbor- 
ing Lebanon by the moving in 
of U. S. Marines is considered 
a step in the right direction. 


THE COUP in Iraq by the 
pro-Nasser forces is the key to 
the situation, it is felt here. 
Lebanon’s plight is_ serious 
enough, but if the Nasser ele- 
ments in Jordan had taken over, 
then Israel would have been 
faced with probably one of the 
gravest decisions in its short 
history. 

Less than 5,000 Jews live in 
Iraq, most of them concentrated 
in Bagdad. Their present fate 
is unknown. 


BEFORE 1948, there was a 
large Jewish community of 130,- 
000 souls in Iraq, but since then 
practically all of them have 
migrated to Israel. 


ORTHODOX FLAY 
ORTHODOX WHO 
ATTACK ISRAEL 


MIAMI BEACH (NJP)—A see- 
ond advertisement in the New 
York Times by the group pro- 
testing against desecration of 
Orthodox beliefs by the Israel 
government drew a sharp rebuke 
from Rabbi Emanuel Rackman, 
as his first official act as the 
new president of the Rabbinical 
Council of America (Orthodox). 

THE ADVERTISEMENT was 
signed by Josef Kahan, and lists 
his affiliation as the World Un- 
ion of Orthodox Jewish Com- 
munities. It charged that al- 
though the first advertisement 
had drawn bitter denunciation 
upon the group, none had chal- 
lenged the accuracy of its ac- 
cusations. 

Rabbi Rackman told The POST 
and OPINION: “We are asham- 
ed to call these people Ortho- 
dox. They have proven them- 
selves disloyal to God, Tora and 
humanity.” 

HE ADDED that the RCA 
will use whatever pressures are 
available to stop these people 
from continuing to embarrass 
the Jewish’ people throughout 
the world.” 
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NON-ORTHODOX GET ROLE 
IN KASHRUT SUPERVISION 


MIAMI BEACH (NJP)—The 
Rabbinical Council of America, 
at its convention here, author- 
ized its members to co-operate 
with non-Orthodox rabbis and 
Jaymen in the area of kashrut 
on condition halaha (Jewish law) 
decisions are made exclusively 
by the Orthodox. 


THE MOVE enables Orthodox 
rabbis and their followgrs to 
work freely with others in the 
Jewish community to advance 
kashrut observance ang super- 
vision. . 

The co-operation, however, 
limited to the administrative and 
public relations level. In matters 
of what is or is not kosher, the 
final word must rest with the 
Orthodox rabbis, the convention 
declared. 

At the same time the RCA 
condemned “various letters and 
symbols appearing on products 
purporting to represent kashrut 
and which are in reality arbi- 
trarily put on the product by 
the manufacturer.” No specific 
letter or symbol was mentioned.

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Rabbi As ‘Buddy 
To Teenagers’ 
Is Deplored 


MIAMI BEACH (NJP)—Rab- 
bi Moses Mescheloff called upon 
Orthodox rabbis to stop catering 
to adolescents. “The rabbi as a

He said the synagogue is “un- 
surpassable in reorienting the 
youth with his family, his re 
ligious beliefs and practices.”

MIAMI BEACH (NJP)—Rab. 
bi Oscar Z. Fasman, president 
of the Hebrew Theological Col- 
lege of Chicago, warned the 
Rabbinical Council of America 
in convention here, that it is 
urgent for Orthodox Jewry to 
close ranks without delay.

MIAMI BEACH (NJP)—The 
moderate wing of Orthodoxy 
held control of the Rabbinical 
Council of America throughout 
the 22d annual convention at the 
Deauville Hotel here this past 
week. 


THE NEW PRESIDENT of 
the RCA is Emanuel Rackman, 
who was swept into office when 
the candidate opposing him with- 
drew minutes before the ballot- 
ing. 

The moderate wing has fought 
the contention of its opponents 
who insist that Orthodox rabbis 
should withdraw from groups 
in which Reform and Conserva- 
tive rabbis hold membership. 


RABBI MANUEL M. Poliakoff, 
the candiate who ran against 
Rackman until the last minute, 
threw his support behind the new 
president. He told The POST and 
OPINION that what differences 
existed between him and Rack- 
man could easily be “reconciled.” 

Leader of the opposition group 
is Rabbi David Hollander, a for- 
mer RCA president who has vig- 
orously fought Orthodox's mod- 
erate course. 

FROM THE start of the con- 
vention Rabbi Hollander stood 
alone. 

At the first session he came 
off poorly as far as the reaction 
of the delegates was concerned 
in a spontaneous debate with 
Rackman and Rabbi Theodore L. 
Adams, a former RCA president 
who now heads the Synagogue 
Council of America. 

For many years’ Hollander 
fought RCA membership in the 
Synagogue Council and equally 
opposed individual membership 
by Orthodox rabbis in the New 
York Board of Rabbis, which 
Rackman recently headed. 

AT ONE TIME Hollander hag 
a large following and constituted 
a serious threat to moderates 
within the RCA. At this conven- 
tion the issues he represented 
seemed to have little support. 

Hollander distributed a 12-page* 
mimeographed “memorandum”

Do not the daily 
newspapers print pictures of the 
lucky winners as they stand 
at the booth, while the agent 
counts the big prize into their 
hands, bill by bill? These pic- 
tures are the lottery’s best ad- 
vertising. 


MONTE CARLO to take sur. 
plus dollars from pleasure-loving, 
well-heeled tourists? Immoral. 
But Mif’al Hapayis to sell two 
pound tickets to the wage 
slaves ang the hopeful new im- 
migrants? I suppose that comes 
under the heading of productive 
enterprize. 
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TIME IS NEEDED 


The controversy over the definition of a Jew which 
has stirred Israel and led to the withdrawal of the Re- 
ligious party from the cabinet will not be solved for years 
to come. 

COMPROMISES will be made, and Israel will not al- 
low itself to be plunged into any internecine war with 
neighbor arrayed against neighbor. 

But the fundamental conflict cannot be resolved at 
this point. 

BEN-GURION was wise enough to delay even this 
much friction for as long a time as possible. For therein 
is the answer. In time, this question of who is a Jew in 
modern times will be answered, if not to the satisfaction 
of everyone, most certainly to the satisfaction of the ma- 
jority, including the religious bloc. . 

The Orthodox should proceed to meet the questions 
that face it in view of the need for Israel to be a modern 
nation. 

THE ORTHODOX in Israel have many problems. 
These require the greatest leadership. A Rav Kook might 
have led the Orthodox to a decision from which might 
have sprung the answers to the needs of the day. 

But in only 10 years, the kind of shackles that Orth- 
odoxy used for survival for hundreds of years cannot all 
be removed. 

As years go by, Orthodoxy will change in the same 
way as has Reform and Conservatism, that is, provide for 
- the needs of its adherents. Then the various problems 
which today seem insurmountable, will be resolved peace- 
fully and constructively. 


LOUISIANA JEWS IGNORED 


What dces the Jewish community of a state do, as in 
the case of Louisiana, when it is ignored so insolently by 
the state government? 

WHEN THE 1958 state primary was set for Saturday 
(NJP, June 6), there was the possible excuse that Gov. 
Earl K. Long and his administration may have failed to 
give proper consideration to the fact that many Jews 
would be disfranchised. 

But now that all state primaries have been set for 
Saturday, and this after vigorous protests by the Jews of 
Louisiana, it is clear that the Jews were ignored as if they 
had no rights as citizens at all. 

THIS KIND OF affront in almost any other state would 
have been impossible. 

But in Louisiana almost anything is possible, especially 
with the Long family in power. 

IT IS OUR OPINION, however, that even such a back- 
ward state government cannot resist the forces of decency 
and propriety and a continued barrage against this un- 
democratic action will in time lead to the law’s being 
rescinded even if the Jews of Louisiana should decide not 
to challenge it in the courts. 


WHO RUNS THE US 
JEWISH COMMUNITY? 


MORTIMER MAY, past president of the Zionist Or- 
ganization of America, reflects a theme often propounded 
here when he charges that too much of the ruling hier- 
archy of his organization stems from New York. 

Specifically our approach has been the obverse — 
that the real leadership of the United States Jewish com- 
munity, especially in those national Jewish organizations 
which are truly national and truly democratic, comes not 
from New York, but from what we in our way term the 
hinterlands. 


IF YOU CHECK over the presidents of the national 
Jewish organizations, and then think in terms of those or- 
ganizations which really reflect the United States Jewish 
community, and give their local chapters a voice in running 
the organizations, you'll come to the conclusion that our 
analysis is accurate. 

We won't go into the particulars, but you can do your 
own calculating. 

THE ZOA, Mr. May’s organization, would be what we 
would call a truly democratic organization. It may at 
times come under the control of one or another clique— 
which is the nature of all politics and all organizations— 
but by and large, the ZOA has taken its presidents from 
every area of the nation except the Far West. Mr. May, 
a resident of Nashville, Tenn., is a shining example of this 
phase of democracy in action. 

As to whether at the moment the preponderance of 
the ZOA’s ruling clique stems from New York and not 
enough of the decision making is invested in Zionists from 
all over the United States, this is a moot question. 

BUT A TEST of our theme—that the real decisions in 
. Jewish life are made by the Jewish communities outside 
of the New York area—will soon be made if Emanuel Neu- 
mann persists in attempting to maintain the fiction that 
he is being drafted by his organization for a third term. 

We don’t believe that the Zionists in the hinterlands 
approve of this kind of maneuvering and if Mr. Neumann 
is shoved through for another year, the reaction against 
another New Yorker will be so great that it will be years 
before a New Yorker will be able to win the ZOA’s top 
post again. 
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ABOUT A MONTH AGO we wrote an 
Editor’s Chair on the Jewish National Fund’s 
program of planting a million trees in Is- 
rael on the occasion of the 10th anniversary 
of Israel. 

IN THAT Editor’s Chair, which we laid 


aside for later consideration, «we broached 
the idea of a POST and OPINION forest in 
Israel as part of the JNF’s million-tree cam- 
paign. 

Readers will recall that last year, The 
POST and OPINION launched a campaign to 
raise funds to provide an ambulance for Is- 
rael’s Red Cross, the Red Mogen David. That 
drive brought in contributions from all over 
the United States, and whereas the ambulance 
cost $4,000, we raised $5,000. 

We had just received a card from Milton 
Maidenberg, of Marion, Ind., which made us 
feel very good, and will warm your heart, too. 
Milt was in the Negev sightseeing, when up 
drove a Red Mogen David ambulance. 


YOU GUESSED IT. On the side was the 
legend: “Contributed by the Jewish children 
of the U.S. through The National Jewish 
POST and OPINION.” 

Why not then a POST and OPINION 
forest as another monument to the best group 
of Jews in the U. S.?

Who’s for first?

We are grateful to the haftara of Matot 
from the first chapter of Jeremiah. It spares 
us the necessity of justifying Moses’ treat- 
ment of the Midianites—not a plausible epi- 
sode, no matter how much we try to sweeten 
it with the “mores of the time” argument, 
or the stale cliche’ about not 
having an omelette without 
breaking eggs. 

The harsh revenge which 
Moses took on the Midian- 
ites does perhaps help us 
the better to understand the 
“inwardness” of prophetic 
religion. 

Certainly it was not an 
escape from external real- 
Rabbi Weinstein ity. The prophets were in- 
volved up to the crown of their heads in poli- 
tical, social and economic affairs. They did 
not try to detour man or earth to come to 
God. But they did find it difficult to locate 
God in the market place. 


POLITICS and history could get so 
snarled up, good men could wear the mask 
of evil and evil men might find themselves in 
perculiar alliance with good. Evil nations 
might be used as unwitting instruments of 
God’s purposes and comparatively better na- 
tions as exemplars of the wages of sin. 

No wonder that men like Elijah and 
Jeremiah turned away in agony from the 
secular confusions of the world and sought 
to find God in the quiet hideouts of their souls. 

They found God, but not quietness! The 
thunder and the lightning and the great wind 
turned inward. The still, small voice became 
amplified in the burnt-out chambers of the 
souls of these sensitive men. The word of 
God became a glowing coal upon the tongue, 
a burning fire in the bowels, a nest of wasps 
in the brain. 


THIS INWARD turning served good pur- 
poses. It removed God from the dubious 
battles of worldly powers and gave Him 
refuge in the more congenial places of man’s 
conscience. 

When the evil inclinations of the heart 
of man become institutionalized and society 
becomes a snake pit, it is providential that 
some remnant of the human family retreat 
to the wilderness caves and to the mon- 
asteries on the hills. Since Jews were not 
monastery builders and seldom kindly dis- 
posed toward the recluse, the sensitive among 
us have had to bear their solitude in the 
midst of the people. 

This, too, has been good; for the cries 


of the people clamored at the gates of God’s 
refuge and He came forth leading the prophet 
and commanding him: 
See I have set thee over the nations 
To root out and to pull down 
And to destroy and to overthrow, 
To build and to plant. 


THE STYLE of Judaic thought is induc 
tive, from the earth upward, from the deed 
—the mitzva—to the Divine; from the soli- 
tude and inwardness of the intimate dialogue 
with God to the great debate with the lords 
and malefactors of the earth. 

Moses at Sinai, Elijah in the wilderness, 
Jeremiah at Anathoth, found in their soli- 
tude a return to the womb where God had 
sanctified them and appointed them prophets 
unto the nations, 

Let the kings of earth be born to royal 
power; the prophetic rulers of Israel were 
born to sovereignty of the spirit. 
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Suggests Probe of Meat Prices 
Start With Pre-Packaged Ones 


e Editor, Jewish POST and OPINION: 

In the National Jewish POST 
and OPINION of July 11, there 
appeared an article: “Rabbis in 
ihe City of Philadelphia, Pa., to 
Probe High Prices of Kosher 
Meats.” 

From time to time, I have read 
articles on this same _ subject. 
Sometimes the opinions’ ex- 
pressed were unfair and disgust- 
ing, not being a writer, I read 
the articles and filed them away. 

Now that the question of the 
high cost of kosher meat is again 
making news, I would like to 
express my opinion on this im- 
portant issue. 

IN THE LAST few years the 
question of the high cost of ko- 
sher meats has brought down on 
the heads of the little kosher 
meat man all the curses that 
some people could lay their 
tongues to, and many of them 
were so bitter that they publicly 
accused the kosher butcher of 
causing the Jewish shopper to 
buy treife meat in the chain 
store. At times the propaganda 


was so furious that the kosher .. 


butchers were really airaid to 
tell they were kosher butchers. 

Now that chain stores were 
given hashgaha to sell kosher 
products on the Sabbath and 
yom tov, the truth is coming out, 
and the little kosher butcher is 
being vindicated, ang that is 
what I want to bring to the at- 
tention of the readers of your 


paper. 


DURING this last year frozen 
packaged poultry found its way 
into the chain store, and in the 
last few weeks packaged meat 
is finding its way there also, 
and it may be purchased on the 
Sabbath and yom tov, with the 
approval on the package of the 
Union of Orthodox Jewish Con- 
gregations of America. 

According to the latest report 
from the commercial department 
of the Union of Orthodox Jewish 
Congregations, nearly 1,000 items 
carry their stamp of approval. 
With al] that, there is less kosher 
meat consumed today than ever 
before. The propaganda against 
the little kosher meat man gave 
sanction to the Jewish public to 
buy treife meat in the chain 
store. 

Let us study the facts about 
the frozen packageg poultry and 
meat and let us take first the 
poultry. 

THOSE engaged in the pack- 
aging of frozen poultry can buy 
their fowl when they are plenti- 
ful and the market price is low 
. to be sold at the time when 
poultry is scarce, Now this poul- 
try is sold in chain stores and 
is priced at 69 cents per lIb., 
while in the same counter non- 
kosher poultry is sold for 33 
cents to 39 cents per pound. 

No one has raised _ voices 
against the high cost of frozen 
poultry, not one word, not even 
from the hashgaha givers. 

Now let me describe to you 


the packaged frozen meats. 
purchased two packages of i 
new item; in the first package 
I found beef sandwich steaks, 
priced 89 cents for % pound or 
$1.78 per lb. The second package 
contained four Cubeg steaks 
priced 98 cents for 12 oz. or 
$1.30 per Ib. 


WHEN the worthy rabbonim 
start the investigation on the 
high cost of kosher meat, start 
in the places that sell frozen 
meat—for more money than the 
little kosher butcher gets for a 
much better grade of fresh meat, 
The prices on these factory-pro- 
duced frozen packages of meat 
vindicate the kosher butcher. 

It should be quite evident that 
if a factory-produced package of 
frozen meat cannot compete with 
the price of treife meat, and is 
even higher in price than the 
meat sold in a kosher meat 
market, why Condemn the kosher 
butcher? 

I would like to mention in con- 
clusion that the whole kashrut 
question should be investigated 
—the cost of shehita, the cost of 
supervision, the tax on kosher 
dinners in the hotels, that all 
kosher items should be sold only 
in stores closeq on the Sabbath 
and yom tov.

How does a man, especially a 
rabbi, say that the majority of 
Jews in America observe the 
dietary laws? How does a man, 
especially a rabbi, walk in to 
a committee and say that he 
hopes kosher slaughtering will 
be adopted by everyone? How 
does a man, especially a rabbi, 
say that the rituals of, kosher 
slaughtering are manifestations 
of the Divine will? 

I COULD accept the represen- 
tative of the kosher butcher’s 
union who argued that kosher 
butchering might affect -the 
butchers and the slaughterers 
economically. I respect those 
who amended the original bill 
so as to assure the continuation 
of the kosher method as admit- 
tedly humane, but I do not re- 
spect grandiose, exaggerated and 


rationalizing statements. Bible 
quotations do not prove our re- 
gard for animals. The fact is no 
one seems. to care about the ta- 
boo animals. 


I have no doubt that the Hu- 
mane society is motivated by 
honest intentions. It pains me to 
conclude that some of the Ortho- 
dox representatives covered eco- 
nomic considerations with quo- 
tations and testimonials. 


AS FOR the Conservative and 
Reform leaders who arranged 
for an amendment respecting 
kashrut and then refused to tes- 
tify and said they were not for 
nor against the bill then some 
one can. possibly understand 
what this spinelessness is sup- 
posed to mean.

There Is No Point in Orthodoxy, 
Conservatism Arguing Further 


e@ Editor, Jewish POST and OPINION. 

This will be my last statement 
and rebuttal regardless of any 
further replies by Rabbi Blumen- 
thal on this, the first issue in our 
debate—that of the Divine revela- 
tion of Torah. 

It must be obvious by now that 
a fundamental gulf exists be- 
tween us, and between Ortho- 
doxy and Conservatism. 

They categorically have de- 
clared the Torah to be a human 
document. We believe it to be a 
Divine document. 

THEY HAVE appealed to “com- 
mon sense” as the basis for their 
rejection of one of the corner- 
stones “of our faith. As far as I 
am concerned, unless Judaism ‘s 
based upon a firm faith in G-d’s 
direct revelation, my common 
sense would dictate that we ston 
knocking ourselves out to main- 
tain Jewish identity, to build syn. 
agogues, etce., and instead seek 
to unite in a common universal 
faith with all unitarians who 
possess a fundamental numani- 
tarian concern. Otherwise, we 
must stand accused of the most 
extreme type of chauvinism, 
which should not befit us either, 
according to Rabbi Blumenthal. 

My common sense dictates that 
the Conservative approach does 
not make sense. And cannot log- 
ically and consistently be defend- 
ed. Rabbi Blumenthal has still 
not shown what way G-d’s inspir- 
ation of our Prophets concerning 
moral and spiritual truth has dif- 
fered from His inspiration of the 
world’s great musicians. In what 
way too, does Rabbi Blumenthal 
represent a_ specifically Jewish 
religious commitment which dif- 
fers in the slightest from any 
humanitarian soviologist who 
might have his roots in Jewish 
culture. 

PERMIT ME to 
most recent reply: 

1) If anyone’s common sense 
dictates that he cannot accept 
basic Jewish fundamentals, he 
should in all honesty step aside 
and refrain from trying to re- 
construct the Jewish religion 
along his own personal] lines. 

2) Rabbi Blumenthal makes a 
great error in labeling Ortho- 
doxy as a fundamentalist relig-

To the contrary, my 
intellectual curiosity was piqued 
by the fact that a Baptist mini- 
ster can at the same time regard 
himself as a Jew because he 
was born of Jewish parents, 
and I wondered out loud if such 
duality was possible.

ion vis a vis scientific findings. 
I clearly resent being called a 
fundamentalist. The latter is not 
Orthodoxy, it is not Judaism. 
He insists upon misunderstand- 
ing the essential viability of tra- 
ditional religion and traditional 
faith. 

3) To adjust our interpreta- 
tien of the Torah in view of con- 
clusive findings of sound scien- 
tific research is but another step 
in opening our eyes to the mean- 
ing of Torah and to the eternal 
truths contained within it. It 
does not imply rejection of Torah 
as Rabbi Blumenthal has indi- 
cated, but the ability to under- 
stand it in a much more pene- 
trating manner. 

4) He asks: “Why did G-d have 
to say ‘an eye for an eye’ leav- 
ing it to the rabbis .. . to con: 
clude that He meant only a mone- 
tary payment?” What would he 
have G-d say—“money for an 
eye’? What a vulgar ethical com- 
mand which callously diminishes 
the severity of the crime of phy- 
Sical assault in the eyes of the 
reader who turns to the Bible 
for the ultimate in ethics! But to 
approach the written law with- 
out the oral law is also devast- 
ingly misleading. 

5) The Bible does not ordain 
slavery. It doesn’t command poly- 
gamy. I am therefore not bound 
to their defense as Rabbi Blum- 
enthal indicates I ought to be 
in order to maintain consistency, 
Nor does the Bible believe in 
ghosts or witches. My Torah pro- 
hibits ang condemns it. 

6) There is no greater incon- 
sistency in my quoting from Al- 
bright with whom I cannot al- 
ways agree, than there is in 
Rabbi Blumenthal’s quoting from 
the Torah wiih much of which 
he also clearly disagrees and re- 
jects. Not that I need Albright 
to substantiate my faith in G-d’s 
justice. My reference to him was 
only in the hope that his opinion 
might prove more effective in 
convincing Conservative ideolo- 
gists than is the opinion of our 
Torah, 

7) Rabbi Blumenthal forgets 
that his “G-d given conscience” 
is a product of his times and en- 
vironment, and is_ fashioned, 
formed, and modified by the sure 
rounding culture and his own 
experience and cannot necessare 
ily be equated with ultimate 


truth. 

I believe in a fundamental 
principle of our faith. Rabbi 
Blumenthal has indicated that 


Conservative leaders do not. It 
is as simple as that. ’ 


WE COULD goon all year 
arguing as to who is right and 
whose point of view is more 
valid. But this was not the pure 
pose of our debate. It was to 
clarify our respective positions. 
This has now been done quite 
frankly as a public service. In 
the final analysis, principles of 
faith, though they may be clari- 
fied, cannot be debated. 

It is also self-evident by now 
that our respective attitudes to- 
wards all of Jewish law and rit 
ual and philosophy will differ ag 
we base our thinking on such 
opposite postulates and axioms. 
Since we are starting from dif- 
ferent premises, it is inevitable 
that our conclusions will also 
take different roads.

Only One Congregation Makes 
Almost All Families Reform 


The Jackson Jewish commu- 
nity inadvertently forces Reform 
Judaism on the Jews of the city. 
There is only one congregation 
in Jackson and that is Reform 
Temple Beth Israel, with Rabbi 
Morris Shapiro as spiritual head. 
As a result, almost all of the 
community’s 120 Jewish fam- 
ilies practice Reform Judaism. 

DR. J. H. AHRONHEIM, pres- 
ident of Temple Beth Israel, 
told The POST and OPINION 
that he knew of only two or 
three families in Jackson who 
bought kosher meat. 

All kosher meat must be 
brought in from Detroit, about 
70 miles away, and a food freezer 
is a requisite if even that is 
to be done. Dr. Ahronheim, him- 
self, buys the front haif of a 
kosher cow once or twice a year 
to keep his family supplied with 
kosher meat.

JACK MOGEL, president of 
the local B’nai B'rith chapter, 
told The POST and OPINION 
that when his family moved 
here from New York they didn’t 
appreciate the fact that only 
Reform services were available, 

“We did accept it” and have 
“gradually gotten to like” the 
Reform made of worship be- 
cause it was personally more 
gratifying, he said. 

Dr. Ahronheim estimated that 
over 90 per cent of the Jews 
in Jackson were members of 
the congregation and gave as 
the reason the “fact that Jews 
in town assume a position of 
respect” and that it is consid- 
ered a distinction to belong to 


the temple. 
TEMPLE BETH ISRAEL'S 
sisterhood completely suports

The sisterhood has doubled its 
membership in the past 16 years 
reflecting the growth of the 
general community and the in- 
terest in the temple activities. 

BESIDES sponsoring the Sun- 
day school, and the seder for 
the Jackson Ministerial associa- 
tion, the 80 members also spon- 
sor the community seder, the 
Jocal chapter of National Fed- 
eration of Temple youth and 
in addition donate to congrega- 
tion $1,000 per year. 

-Weekly attendance at the tem- 
ple services has gone up in re- 
cent years. Now there are 60 
to 70 persons at services each 
week. This increase in attend- 
ance was attributed not so much 
to a religious revival as to the 
newness of the building and the 
personality of the rabbi.
